| Plagiarism. 
| The Era has recently analysed Mrs. Frances 
Hodgson Burnett’s “ Little Lord Fauntleroy,” 
and compared it with an American story called 
“ Wilfred.” Mrs. Burnett has replied: If this 
question of plagiarism were to be followed to the 
bitter end, what author or authoress would 
| escape? “Saints and Sinners,” by Mr. H. A. 
Jones, bears a close resemblance to Mrs. Oli- 
phant’s ** Chronicles of Carlingford,” but it may 
have been entirely accidental. The exact story 
| of “Auld Robin Gray” reappears in a recent 
French play, and many modern Parisian dramas 
have a close resemblance to English novels. The 
principal scenes in ‘‘The School for Scandal” 
were reproduced not long ago in a French 
comedy. “Clarissa Harlowe”” has been *“con- 
veyed ” to the Parisian stage in a modern dress ; 
and plenty of Sir Walter Scott’s novels have 
been borrowed from. A host of popular novels 
have been ‘“‘adapted,’’ with such changes 
of names and scenes that their authors have 
never discovered the appropriation of their ideas. 
In bygone days dramatic authors seized upon 
any striking story, poem, or legend, and used it 
without scruple. Few of Shakspere’s plays are 
““original,” in the strict sense. But such 
plagiarism glorifies the subject taken. The 
Roman dramatists took Greek plays by wholesale, 
as the Germans did French pieces in the last 
century, and, for that matter, as English play- 
wrights do at the present day.

THE QUEEN AND THE GALLANT 
NEEDLES LIFE-SAVERS. 


We depict the wreck of the steel ship Trex, of 
Greenock, in Scratchall's Bay, near the Needles, 
on Saturday, Jan. 25, because this Channel 
disaster was the occasion of marked humanity 
in the saving of life, as the Queen, full of sym- 
pathy for all classes, has most graciously recog- 
nised in her island home. In that fearful gale, 
the Master and Chief Mate of the Trex, Captain 
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Hutton and Mr. Irvine, lost their lives ; and the 
crew was in great jeopardy throughout the long 
night. They took to the rigging. Death seemed to 
yawn before them. Not till midday on the Sunday 
was the wreck seen. In vain the smart Totland 
Bay life-boat essayed to succour the imperilled 
mariners. One poor sailor lad fell into the sea 
and was drowned. ‘Thanks to the zealous Coast- 
guard and some active men of the Royal Artillery, 
a rocket was fired from the top of the cliff, 
and the life-line was thus attached to the ship, 


and the rest of the crew rescued in the manner.

Her Majesty once again placed herself “ in 
touch ” with the People when she undertook to 
praise the rescuers with her own lips. By com- 
mand of the Queen, the officers and men of the 
Coastguard and a certain number of the officers, 
non-commissioned officers, and men of the Royal 
Artillery who took part in saving the lives of 
twenty-six of the crew went to Osborne on Fob. 1. 

Captain Brooke, C.B., of H.M.S. Invincible, 
guardship at Cowes, was present, and with Com- 
mander Osborne, who was on the cliff when the 
men were landed, uamed the following, who 
rendered conspicuous service on the occasion, to 
the Queen :— 

Mr. Richard Spilman (chief boatman in charge), who was 
in charge of the party on shore, and superintended with 
great judgment all the proceedings, the ship being 450 yards 
distant from the top of the cliff. 

Mr. Stone (chief besten in charge of the Totland Bay 
Station), who was in charge of the life-boat which en- 
deavoured to approach the-ship under great difficulties, 
though without success. 

William Allister (commissioned boatman), who fired the 
rocket carrying the line, which was successful first shot, 
Richard Barrett, Harry Mayo, James Mackin, Arthur 
M'Gill, Henry Kelly, and William Kelleher. a 

James Mackin, who, with these men, was slung in ropes, 
assisting men over the edge of the cliff, volunteered and 
went off to the ship in buoy, and succeeded in saving, with 
great difficulty, a boy named Thomas Jones, whom he 
found in the mizzentop, and took to the foretop, where he 
placed him in the buoy. 

Colonel Owen, commanding the Royal Artillery 
in the western forts of the Isle of Wight, who 
was present when the men were saved, then pre- 
sented Majors Playfair and Walford, who worked 
with their men on the occasion, and named the 
following to her Majesty :— 

Master Gunner Lloyd, Battery Sergeant - Major A. 
Thompson, Sergeant Wilmot, Bombardiers Rewe, F. 
Kingston, and Reynolds, and Gunners H. Devenport and 
Thornelow. 

‘The Queen was pleased to express her satis- 
faction with the conduct of all engaged under 
such trying circumstances. Princess Beatrice 
was present with her Majesty, and General the 
Right Hon. Sir Henry Ponsonby and the Master 
of the Household were in attendance.

hands. At the time of the explosion—8.40 a.m.— 
there were nearly 300 men in the workings. When 
the officials and others summoned to the pit 
arrived, they found that the gearing at the top 


almost impossible; in fact, in many cases they 
could only be identified by some peculiarity of 
dress. All the bodies were placed in rows in an 
engine-house and other outbuildings, where most 
of them were claimed by their friends. The 
scene at the pit-bank was most agonising— 
mothers, sisters, and wives wringing their hands in 
their despair. In some cases entire households 
have perished. 

* * * * 


The men were worked in two equal shifts—a 
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day shift and a night shift. The workings ran 
| in different directions from the bottom of the 
shaft, one part being wholly disconnected from 
the other for the purpose of ventilation from two 
districts—the Rock and the Old Coal measures. 
The whole force of the explosion was felt in what 
is known as the Meadow Vein District, in the 
Dip Working, commonly called the Cooke's 
Heading. One man, who was working at the 
bottom of the shaft a long distance from the 
locality of the explosion, had one leg blown 
away, and died on being brought to the bank. 
The anxious owners and managers of the neigh- 
bouring collieries rendered valuable assistance, 
and both the medical men and the resouing 
parties behaved with conspicuous bravery. One 
of the rescue party, however, was compelled to 
give up, and, on being asked the reason he broke 
down, said he was the first to find his brother 
dead. Of one family a father and five sons were 
discovered dead, and in another instance a man 
and his two sons were found lying close together. 
Mr. Berry Watford opened the inquest at the 
Townhall, Pontypool, last Saturday, and, after 
some formal evidence, the inquiry was adjourned 
until the 25th inst.

It was he who, 
during many months there, witnessed and shared 
Emin Pasha’s final struggles with the treachery 
of the faithless Egyptians and Arabs, and the 
mutiny ef a large part of the Soudanese gar- 
risons left under his command: Mr. Jephson 
and Emin Pasha had their lives threatened 
by these rebels, and from Aug. 20, 1888, to 
late in November were imprisoned at Dufilé, in 
the utmost uncertainty about their fate—whether

they were to be delivered over to the Mahdi, 
whose army was rapidly approaching, or to be 
put to death, or carried off into the wild and 
savage lands west of the Nile. No other 
European was then in the neighbourhood; and 
they were quite out of reach of any direct help 
from Mr. Stanley, who had quitted, for a time, the 
western shore of Lake Albert Nyanza, leaving only 
a small party at Fort Bodo, eleven days’ march 
from the lake, and had returned westward along 
the Aruwimi in search of his lost rearguard 
column. Mr. Jephson’s experiences are there- 
fore unique in the history of these adventurous 
doings.

We understand that after leaving the northern 
stations of Kirri and Muggi, Emin Pasha and 
Mr. Jephson on Aug. 12 arrived at Laboré. The 
chief of the station at Laboré was Surore Aga, a 
Soudanese slave who had risen to the rank of 
Captain in the Egyptian Army. On the after- 
noon of Aug. 13, the soldiers and officials of the 
station were drawn up ready to receive the Pasha 
and Mr. Jephson, and to hear the letters and 
proclamation which had been read at the other

stations. After the letters had been read, 
and while the Pasha was addressing a few 
words to them, a big, burly Soudanese soldier, 
with a sort of bulldog face, stepped from the 
ranks, and exclaimed in a loud tone, ‘‘ All you 
are telling us is false: these people have not 
come from Egypt, and those letters you have 
brought are forgeries. There is but one road 
to Egypt, and that is by Khartoum, and we only 
know that road; we will go by that road, or we 
will live and die in this country.”

Emin Pasha promptly seized the man by the 
collar, and tried to wrench his gun from his 
hands; at the same time calling to his three 
orderlies to arrest this man and put him in prison. 
Then arose a scene of confusion which baffles all 
description. The soldiers, with loud cries and 
execrations, surrounded the Pasha and Mr. 
Jephson, and, loading their rifles, pointed the 
weapons at them. The noise and shouting were 
tremendous; and for a few minutes there 
was no knowing how it might end. Some 
of the soldiers made a rush at the Pasha, 
hurled him on one side, and bore off their com-

ds CITIES OF THE terraced housetops, of towers and domes, of 


gardens, and through its midst—winding its way 
through the very heart of the dear old city—to 
curve across the plain, and finally to lose itself in 
the blue waters of the Mediterranean—is its river, 
that ‘‘ golden Arno ” that 
shoots away 
Through Florence’ heart, beneath her bridges four: 
Bent bridges, seeming to strain off like bows, 
And tremble while the arrowy undertide 
Shoots on and cleayes the marble as it goes, 
And strikes up palace walls on either side, 
And froths the cornice out in glittering rows, 
With doors and windows quaintly multiplied, 
And terrace-sweeps, and gazers upon all, 
By whom, if flower or kerchief were thrown ott 
From any lattice there, the same would fall 
Into the river underneath no doubt, 
It runs so close and fast, ’twixt wall and walh 
And of its four bridges (for I do not count ifs 
two modern iron ones, at either extremity of the 
town) its oldest and its most interesting is 


The ‘‘ Ponte Vecchio.” 
In 1177 the old wooden bridge of its name, 
being swept away by a flood, was replaced by 
another, built of stone. This, however, soon met 
with the same fate as its predecessor, during the 
terrible inundation of 1333, so that Taddeo 
Gaddi, painter and architect, bethought him to 
build one stronger, which he succeeded in doing 
so well that there it is before us to-day—firm 
and secure, in spite of the torrent of water that 
ceaselessly flows beneath it, and the 
flow of traffic that ceaselessly is 
crossing it. Every now and again 
there is a panic—especially among 
the sentimental Anglo-Saxon tourists 
—that the old bridge is to be victim- 
ised to the Philistine mandate of a 
modern Italian municipio, and is to 
be torn down. One is tired of listen- 
ing to the indignant protests made 
concerning it—protests which must 
sound like impertinent interference 
to the native authorities, who, I 
believe, have no intention of pulling 
it down, as long as ‘‘the bridge does 
not respond with the slightest tremor 
to the heel stamped upon it for a 
final test of its stability,” as Mr. 
Howell humorously puts it. No! 
Let us trust that it has a long life 
before it—‘‘ this bridge, unlike any 
other bridge in the world’’—to bea 
delight. to many a future artist's and 
tourist’s eye! It indeed is one of 
the most curious of Florence’s sights, 
with the little 


Houses Built on its Sides, 


roofs and windows huddled and 
crowded into each other, its rows of 
tawdry little jewellers’ booths, its 
open loggia in the middle, from 
which you get an enchanting view 
of mountain, sky, and winding water. 
The shops that cover the bridge first 
served as the Butcher’s Market, till, 
in the middle of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, the Grand Duúke Cosimo 1. 
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ousted the butchers to hand over the bridge to | hooded, like a dream,” flaring torchlight in 


the goldsmiths and jewellers, who have held 
their own there ever since. Crossing the bridge, 
on the eastern side, above the busy traffic of the 
little jewellers’ shops, runs that 


Curious Passage 


uniting the Uffizi with the Pitti Palaces—“ a 
passage,” as Dickens says, ‘‘ that takes its jealous 
course among the streets and houses with true 
despotism; going where it lists, and spurning 
every obstacle away before it” ; a passage that 
makes a good walk on a wet day, or when one’s 
eyes are tired by the pictures of the one gallery 
or the other (for both the Pitti and the Uffizi now 
contain picture galleries). One walks between 
miles of walls—whose whole length is covered 
with bad picture portraits of past Florentine 
celebrity, wealth, and beauty—mostly of the 
Medici family ; and from the little grated windows 
of the passage one looks down upon the busy 
traffic on the bridge beneath, the ceaseless flow 
of omnibuses chasing one another by, the cries 
of newspaper vendors, the bargaining with the 
forestieri at the little shop doors; a carriage 
bearing modern fashion rolls past on its way to 
the afternoon promenade at the Caseine ; children 
chase each other across the bridge under the very 
breath of the horses’ nostrils; a strange pro- 
cession of Misericordii—‘‘ black-stoled, black- 
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hand, chanting as they hurry by with their 
heavily laden bier, on their way to the cemetery 
up yonder—heighten the weird effect of the whole 
as you turn away from the window back to these 
brocaded dames and armoured cavaliers, staring 
with wooden-like eyes upon you from the walls 
within ! 


It is wonderful how closely the 


Old World and the New, 


the past and the present, unite and blend in 
Florence. I can never cross this same old Ponte 
Vecchio without a thought of the horror of that 
Easter Sunday morning of 1215, when the young 
Buondelmonte, crossing it for the last time, 
seated on his white horse, dressed in his mag- 
nificent white satin bridal dréss, wore a face no 
less white than his clothes and his steed, on 
finding himself suddenly face to face with that 
enraged and furious band of brothers and friends, 
all swearing to wreak on him a terrible punish- 
ment for the broken promise towards Reparata 
degli Amidei. I hear, like a distant echo, the 
shriek of the beautiful Beatrice Donati, as her 
lover’s bleeding head falls heavily into her lap, and 
I see her hold it up, her bridal dress all soaking in 
its blood, crying aloud for vengeance onit. Acruel 
tragedy, and one that dates a memorable period 
in Florentine history; for, from that day, the 
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quarrelsome families divided themselves defin- 
itely into factions, the one taking the side of the 
Buondelmonti and the Donati, calling themselves 
Guelphs, and siding with the Pope ; the others, 
headed by the Amidei, being for the Emperor, 
and calling themselves Ghibelline. 

And still these houses of the Amidei, of the 
Lamberti, of the Buondelmonti, of the Uberti, 
and of many others, stand and face us with 
their towers, high and grim 


Fortresses in the midst of a Peaceful City, 


as strong and firm, in all appearances, es they 
must have looked seven hundred years ago. But 
now you can pass down the narrow sunless 
streets without the fear of boiling lead or 
poisoned arrows pouring on your head. The 
old palaces, when they do not serve as merchants’ 
offices, are let out in small and cheap tenements 
to the very poorest of the people. Clothes-lines 
hang from window to window, canaries make the 
old courts gay with their shrill song, green lichen 
grows where it can find a holding among the 
stones of the walls, Guelph and Ghibelline having 
long since laid down their arms, nothing remain- 
ing of them save a memory, and their coats-of- 
arms still decorating the grim old doorways.

past contends with the present,” and how each 
| “in turn has the mastery.” Here stands (I 
| ought to say stood) the Jews’ quarter, known as 
The Ghetto, 
skirting the Mercato Vecchio (Old Market), and 
both are rapidly disappearing; perhaps rightly 
so, as, long since, the housés have been unfit for 
human habitation. Still, much of historic value 
| will fall with the stones, such as the early home 
of the great Medici family, which rises, white- 
| faced, its five tiers of windows, like hollowed 
| eyes, looking down upon the surrounding débris; 
and along with it many another gaunt house 
of the popolani , grassi (commercial nobility), 
built in the heyday of Florence’s mercantile 
glory, is disappearmg also. And with the loss 
of so much that is historically interesting goes 
also much of picturesque charm. The graceful 
little loggia to the west of the market is already 
down, where I seemed always to hear those first 
sugared words whispered into the too credulous 
ear of foolish little Tessa in ‘‘ Romola,” 
The din, the noise, the shrieking vendors of 
maccaroni and of lemons, the little shops of 
cheap chinaware and of shining pots and pans, 
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and the ancient bric-à-brac shops, the heated 
furnaces of the blacksmiths’, one and all are 
| rapidly disappearing. 

A modern piazza and high-rented houses will 
cover their ground. A dull respectability will 
silence soon and for ever the noisy sounds and 
the vulgar cries that, from time immemorial, 
have converted the old provision-market of 
Florence into a centre of gossip and gaiety. 

It may be better so—who can foretell? But 
what is to become of that motley crowd of cheap 
sellers and modest buyers? Where will the 
modern Bratti and Nelli and Gori—the still- 
wrathful Monna Trescas—the pretty little Tuscan 
contadine of George Eliot’s famous novel—be now 
driven to, to carry on their bargainings, their 
gossip, and their love-making? That is a serious 
question. VERA.
